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NATIONS MUST DEPEND 
ON LORD, SAYS PASTOR 


Rev. W. R. Hendrix Preaches 


on Moral Conquest of 
World to Come. 


‘Rev. W. R. Hendrix, pastor of 
St. Mark’s Methodist church, preached 


to a large and representative congrega- 


tion Sunday morning, using as a text a 
portion of the 12ist Psalm, “I will lift 
up mine eyes unto the hills whence 
cometh my help. My help cometh from 
the Lord, which made heaven and 
earth.” 

“Every intelligent man,” said Dr. Hen- 
drix, “knows that the rugged mountains 
seldom trod by human footsteps have a 
very practical ministry to the fertile 
and fruitful valleys. They do some- 
thing more than just ‘hold the rest of 
the earth together.’ The fertile soil of 
the lowlands is ever being built up and 
renewed by the erosion from the high- 
land slopes and ridges. The streams 
of water which irrigate the habitable 
plains and redeem the deserts have 
their rise in these remote cloud- 
haunted highlands. The intelligent 
reaper, singing among his sheaves, 
may well lift his eyes unto the hills 
whence ue is fed and refreshed. 

“Man cannot live by bread alone. He 
has moral and spiritual capacities and 
needa, which can only be met by sources 
which lie beyond the ranges of his 
contact with his fellowman. Nothing is 
go tragic in human history as the scan- 
ty store of moral and spiritual sup- 
plies upon which the race is undertak- 
ing to wage war against the carnal 
eelfishness which makes ‘countless 
thousands mourn. For his spiritual 
meeds man must find the spiritual 
highlands, and draw from these re- 
serves the supplies that a Divine Provi- 
Gence offers him. 

“On the spiritual bill of fare we see 
many different things offered with 
which we hope to strengthen the soul of 
the individual and the nation for the 
endurance test through which we are 
passing. One of the first items is pa- 
triotism, or love of one's own country. 
This, indeed, is a noble and strengthen- 
ing soul food, but not the highest nor 
the best. We desire nothing for 
America that we do not wish for all the 
rest of mankind. 

‘There is a holy and righteous indig- 
nation which must be utterly divorcee 
from geographical or racial bounda- 
ries, that is a most necessary element of 
goul nurture for these times. A steady 
and unrelenting resentment of all that 
unbrotherly ambition which provoked 
the war, and all the inhumanity with 


which it has been waged, is a great 


etrengthener for those who must con- 
tinue to suffer to save the race from 
ignoble slavery. 

But the greatest spiritual streams 
take their rise in the topmost range of 
the spirtitual highlands; yea, in God, 
himself. He is the truth which we 
need to make us free. If we are to 
establish the earth in such righteous- 
ness as shall bring abiding peace, indi- 
viduals and nations must draw into 
themselves His righteousness, which 1s 
like the great mountains. Something 
of the patience with which God moves 
through the centuries to the moral 
conquest of the human race, we need 
above all things else, if we shail be 
aible to ‘stick it’ to a triumphant deci- 
gion. May all of our people ‘be 
atrengthened with mirht by His spirit 
in the inner man.“

Tonight's reports from Newbern tell 
of extensive damage to property, wire 
systems and to crops, principally corn 


and cotton. The wind is estimated to 
have reached a velocity of from 75 to 
100 miles an hour. Beaufort and Mgore- 
head City were the greatest sufférers, 
but they are still cut off from the out- 
side work. 

John Crabtree, city alderman of New- 
bern, was crushed and instantly killed 
by the roof of a shanty car, when it 
was blown from its fastenings into an 
adjoining street. 

The storm struck Newbern yesterday 
afternoon about 3 o’clock and continued 
throughout the night. Ships were 
blown from their moorings and bedch- 
ed. Houses were unroofed and the 
streets blocked by fallen trees and tel- 
egraph poles. Floods added to the 
damage, water from the Pamlico sound 
being driven up the Neuse and Trent 
rivers, overflowing banks and inundat- 
ing all of the low streets of the city. 
The electric lighting system was com- 
pletely knocked out and wire commu- 
nication with the outside world cut off 
until midnight. 


Newbern, N. C., August 25.—It is 
feared that the coast towns of Atlan- 
tic, Harker's Island and Ocrocoke were 
devastated by last night's storm. These 
towns are entirely unprotected and 
without wire communication. Parties 
sent across the sound in boats to ren- 
der aid have not returned. It is feared 
there was considerable loss of life.
